HOUSING | 
IS PROBLEM — 
AT SCHOOL

Coupled with the problem of 
changing curriculum and enroll- 
ment increases at Porterville Un- 
ion. High School and College is 
the problem of housing — the 
problem of actually putting a roof 
over the heads of students who 
are gttending school, in addition 
to the housing of facilities that 
are needed as trend continues to- 
ward the “‘practical’’ type of 
course that requires machinery 
and equipment. for hand work. 


In the main high school build- 
ing are 35 classrooms, a study 
hall, administrative offices, nurse’s 
room, visual aid room, attendance 
offices and auditorium. These 
classrooms are being used to prac- 
tically 100 per cent of their capa- 
city and a class is scheduled in the 
auditorium each period. of the 
school day. 

In the college building are six 
class rooms and two labratories, 
a lounge and study room and ad- 
ministrative offices. At the pres- 
ent time, college students take 
15-18 teacher periods of classes 


in the high school building and |

A strong citrus market is re- 
ported following the Christmas 
holiday, with demand gvod and 
with prices on the upgrade. 

At present, an estimated one- 
third of the Navel orange crop is 
still in the field and it is expect- 
ed that shipments will extend, 
through February. 


Growers and packing house men 
report that some frost damage is 
showing in both Navels and Va- 
lencias, however, at the present 
time, indications are that only a 
small percentage of the Navel 
crop will be effected by frost. 

Although some frost damage 
can be found in certain Valencia 
groves, an estimate of the ulti- 
mate damage cannot be made at 
this time since Valencias often 
“grow out’ of such damage. 

No difficulty has been encount- 
ered locally in raising tempera- 
tures in heated groves and no 
damage is reported in orchards 
that have been fired during the 
cold nights of December. 

Report from southern Califor- 
nia is that considerable damage 
resulted from the cold nights of 
December 10 and 11.

In addition there is a de- 
mand for public use of school 
facilities that cannot be met, par- 
ticularly along the line of athle- 
tics. 

But that is a separate situa- 
tion that we will discuss next 
week in the fourth of a series of 
articles on problems facing the 
board of trustees and the adminis- 
tration of Porterville high school 
and college.

An eight cent drop in support 
price on eggs was announced this 
week when the support producer 
price for 1950 was set at a na- 
tional average of 37 cents per 
dozen. This will reflect about 75 
per cent of parity. 

Egg production for 1950 is ex- 
pected to be from two to three 
per cent higher in the nation 
than in 1949. Actual retail 
prices can be expected to drop 
from eight to 10 cents per dozen 
as compared to this year.
